Dear Sirs: 


I hope you do not mind if I answer both your letters of inquiry at once. Since you are 
working together, and your questions overlapped, I thought it convenient to answer both as one. 
While I was able to answer some parts of your inquiries, others remain elusive. Although our 
library’s Fairbanks scale catalogues are fairly comprehensive from the 1880s to 1920s, we by 
no means have a complete collection (I’m working on that!). I do hope the following sheds 
some light on the history of the Fairbanks Scale Company. 


Two brothers, Erastus and Thaddeus Fairbanks, founded the E. & T. Fairbanks 
Co. in 1830 and manufactured the first platform scale originally designed to 
weigh wagonloads of hay or hemp. In 1834 another brother, Joseph, joined the 
business, and the name changed to E. & T. Fairbanks and Co. 


Charles Hosmer Morse worked for the company as a sales clerk, and in 1857 
moved to Chicago to the sales agency of Fairbanks & Greenleaf. After the Civil 
War, Morse opened his own agency in Cincinnati. There Morse also established 
the first branch plant, known as Fairbanks, Morse & Co. in 1865. His successes 
were rewarded in 1870 when he was made a partner in Fairbanks, Greenleaf & 
Co. 


In 1871*he Great Chicago Fire destroyed the offices, and when the building was 
rebuilt, the sales agency was renamed Fairbanks, Morse & Co. Morse moved 
this company from sales to manufacturing, and added steam engines, railway 
cars, and generators to its line. In 1916 Fairbanks, Morse & Co. bought control 
of E. & T. Fairbanks and Co., and continued to diversify its product line. 


(Ryan, Francis. Crisis in a one-industry town. 1976.) 


By 1945 nine Fairbanks-Morse & Co. plants operated in: 


Beloit, Wisconsin Stuttgart, Arkansas 
Pomona, California Freeport, Illinois 

Three Rivers, Michigan San Francisco, California 
East Moline, Illinois St. Johnsbury, Vermont 


St. Louis, Missouri 


In addition, 29 branches (service facilities and stock part warehouses) were 
scattered throughout the U.S. The Canadian Fairbanks-Morse Company, Ltd. 
included 13 branches. (Fairbanks, Morse & Co., Pioneers in Industry, 1945.) 


My research did not turn up more information on the Fairbanks’ Infallible Scale Co. 
However, the enclosed record of their 1896 publication, Money, includes a catalogue of scales. 
You may wish to request this through inter-library loan; the record notes two libraries that own 
a copy. 


Some of the confusion surely stems from the variations on the Fairbanks Company names 
used by the warehouses and sales agencies. I thought it might be useful to send you a copy of 
the 1865 E. & T. Fairbanks & Co. catalogue listing these. 


One Fairbanks catalogue from 1894 offers several double-pan coin and bullion scales. 
Other catalogues ranging from 1878 to 1911 include one type of postal and coin scale (the 
enclosed copy indicates the catalogue numbers which all feature the same illustration).
